ENGLAND 1S FRIGHTENED 
AT DEGENERACY OF CHILDREN 


London, July 17.—About a year ago 
England began the systematic collec- 
-tion of ‘statistics as to the physical 
and mental condition of her school 
children, and today the first of the re- 
ports of the medical officers appoint- 
ed under the new scheme are being 
published, and are coming in for wide 
and earnest discussion. To say ‘that 
the country is shocked at the condition 
thimgs revealed by the first 
thorough inspection is putting the case 
mildly. She is aroused to the. danger 
implied in the conditions, and the re- 
vival of thei milMtary spirit which has 
been going on for some time ‘is -‘in- 
tensifying the concern of the public. 
“Where are our soldiers coming from 
if we are breeding a race of weak- 
lings? men are asking, and a 
strong public demand is going up for 
immediate measures to check the de- 
generacy whichis being revealed. 

The man in the street realized in a 
mild sort of way before, that England 
today is not breeding men equal to 
these of his grandfather's time, but he 
consoled himself with the reflection 
that even if they were not as big they 
were quite as healthy, ani declared 
that when -the time came Englishmen 
would show that they had not forgot- 
ten how to fight. Now, however, he 
has the situation set before him in re- 
jentiess figures and comparative  ta- 
bles, and he realizes that something 
must be done, and done at once. 

So far, it is not claimed for the 
statistics that they are more than par- 
tial, but, as far as they go, they are ac- 
curate. Some of the new medical of- 
ficers, owing to the delay in getting 
the law into working order, organiz- 
ing their staff, and working out a 
System of inspection, have only six

“How dare - you come here?” shout- 
ed Prince George. his face inflamed 
with passion, “You are trying to 
poison my father against me. Are 
you a greater force in the land than 
George Karageorgevitch? 

“Who are you and the men you 
represent? Cowards, traitors. bribed 
spies! But the king will never ban- 
ish me. His eldest son dearer to 
him than any of you.” 

“Come, then,” retorted Major Oka- 
novitch, “let us face his majesty to- 
gether. Please tell the king.” he 
added, turning to the aide-de-camp. on 
duty, “that my audience is not termi- 
nated. Prince George desires that I 
should gee his majesty again.” 

The aide-de-camp refused to adm} 
Major Okanovitch again until he 
made the usual formal demand for an 
audience The altercation with 
Prince George therefore continued, 
the latter challenging the major and 
his friends to a series of duels. Major 
Okanovitch finally left the palace in 
order to avoid a physical conflict 
with Prince George, who was in a 
perfect transport of fury.

Imperishable Wood. 
(From The London Giobe.) 

A curious source of wealth is re- 
ported by- the French oconsul at 
Montetze, in Upper Tonkin. It les in 
wood mines. The wood originally was 
a pine forest, which thé earth swal- 
lowed in some cataclysm. Some of the 
trees are a yard in diameter. They 
lie in a slanting direction and in 
sandy soils, which cover them to a 
depth of about eight yards. As the 
top branches are well preserved, it is 
thought the geological convulsion 
which buried them cannot be of very 
great antiquity. The wood furnished 
by these timber mines is imperishable, 
and the Chinese gladly buy it for cof- 


fins. 
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\the standard. Even in the small towns

When we come to teeth there is not 
much to choose. In West Ham only 
40 per cent of the children had a full 
set of teeth and practically all had 
some decayed teeth. In Somerset nearly 
every child had two or three decayed 
teeth, and in both districts evidence of 
the use of the tooth brush was the ex-

Spokane, Wash. July 1!7.—<(Special.) 
Peace officers of the various cities and 
counties in Washington are experienc- 
ing what they mildly term “a monkey 


and parrot time” over the new criminal 
code, which classes as misdemeanor 
such things as “tipping,” cigarette 
smoking or having them in possession, 
screening saloon windows and the 
presence of women in places where 
liquors are served. Many outside of 
Spokane‘county have been arrested and 
fined for smoking the little paper 
sticks. 

There are numerous opinions as to 
the constitutionality of the law, but 
the chief questions involved are: Had 
the commission created in 1908 by Gov- 
ernor Mead authority to frame a new 
code; and may a bili contain many sub- 
jects, when the constitution clearly pro- 
vides that no bill shall contain more 
than one, and that must be expressed 
in the title. 

Prominent lawyers in Spokane say 
that if the anti-tipping law is consti- 
tutional, then Heman D. Hunt, a justice 
of the peace at North Yakiha, is tech- 
nically guilty, from the fact that he 
accepted five cents’ change in a case 
where a cigarette smoker was fined $10 
and cost, amounting to $12.95, and ten- 
dering $13, remarked as he left the 
court room: “Judge, you may keep 
the change.” 

Leaders of the bar are agreed that 
many provisions of the code are un- 


constitutional, and George F. Vander- 
veer, chairman of the commission re- 


sponsible for the law, which 3, F rush-- 
through during the closing bo ure of 


the last legislature, believes that some 
changes should be made during the 
extra session now sitting at Olympia. 
Many members are disposed to repeal 
the law in its entirety, as thev look 
upon it as a monstrosity, designed -es- 
pecially for the cotunty prosecutors, 
who, it has developed, are preparing 
to urge even more drastic. measures 
than are now contained in the code.

Need of a General Law. 

The need of a general law regulat- 
ing the operation of automobiles is wide- 
ly recognized. Were such a law to be 
enacted it would supersede such local 
county laws as now exist, and would 
do away with the occasion for any fur- 
ther local county laws. 

Several general bills are pending 
before Chairman Ault’s committee, but 
most of them are far from complete. 
Perhaps that going most-into detail is 
the bill of Mr. Guyton, of Effingham. 


Regulating Automobiles. 

Among other bills regulating 
operation of automobiles is one by 
Mr. Edwerds, of Walton, fixing the 
speed limit at ten miles in incorpor- 
ated cities and towns, and twenty 
miles an hour on the country roads. 
The driver is required to reduce speed 
at corners and on curves. He must 
stop on signal from the driver of a 
horse or mule and, if necessary, as- 
Sist the driver of the animal to get 
him past the machine. It is declared 
that automobiles have equal rights on 
the public roads with other vehicles, 
and that no person shall obstruct the 
roads for the purpose of preventing 
the passage of a motor car or other- 
wise interfering with it. Violation of

Aviator Excels All Ameri- 
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‘can Records’for ¥ears | 


Over Hempstead Plains Course 
‘He Flies 24.7 Miles in 52 Min- 
utes and 30 Seconds --- Ma- 
chine Well in Hand. 


Mineola, N. Y., July 17.—A climax to 
the aeroplane flights Glenn H, Cur- 
tise has been making at Hempstead 
Plains, Long Island, with inoreasing 
success, came today when he sent his 
flyer 24.7 miles in 52 minutes and 30 
seconds, and qualified as the first can- 
didate for the cup offered by The Scien- 
tific American. 

This flight is not only Curtiss’ best, 
but is the longest made with en aero- 
plane in America this year. 

The cup for which the aviator tried 
today was offered for the longest flight 
of this kind during the current year, 
the only condition being that the win- 
ner must cover at least 25 kilometers 
over a& measured course before judges 
of the Aero Club-of America, and land 
within 100 meters of the starting point. 
Curtiss came to earth today barely 
within the required distance, but the 
judges decided that he had complied 
with all the terms of the competition. 
He will win The ScientiZc American 
cup, which he also captured last year 
at Hammondgport, N. Y., unless his 
flight is excelled pefore the end of the 
year. 

The flight, although made at an early 
morning hour, was witnessed by a4 
crowd of nearly 2,000 persons. Cur- 
tiss rose éasily and circled the course 
at various altitudes, showing he had 
his machine well in hand. At times 
his speed increased to 45 miles an 
hour, but the average for the whole 
distance was 28% miles an hour, At 
no time did he rise above 60 feet, and 
most of the time he sped along within 
15 or 20 feet from the ground. 

At the beginning of the twentieth 
round, he encountered a strong head 
of wind, and, fearing that his gasoline 
would fail before he could complete 
another round, he shut off his motor 
and descended. After alighting he 
found that he still had two quarts left, 
enough to have carried him several 
miles further. 

“after yesterday's flight.” said the 
aeronaut, “I was never in doubt about 
breaking all records for this year. I 
remained in the air as long as the wind 
was safe.”

Roman senator's togs. In his 
left hand, which wag uplifted, 
Was a sacroll, representing 
“Truth, Justice, and the Con.

ward the scroll. The statue 
sost, it is stated, $10,000. 

The statue was shipped from 
Rome to New York. In transit, 
when the ship foundered, it is 
said, one of the arms was 
broken just below the shoul- 
der, and, under the direction 
of Mr. Powers. it was repair- 
~d in this city by a stonecut- 
Ler whose name was Walker. 

One story has it that the 
statue was place@ in the city 
hall and remained there &gnti] 
the civil war; that it was 
then packed and shipped to 
Columbia for safe keeping; 
that upon reaching Columbia 
the boxed statue was placed 
in the court house, but that 
when Columbia was burned 
the statue perished in the 
fiames. 

There are other accounts 
given as to the Jast chapter 
of the statue’s history. Some 
hold that the staue was nevér 
sent to Columbia, but that it 
was buried in the lo around 
the city hall here; others 
slaim that the statue was 
sxhipped to Cetymbia, but that 
it was not burned. They are 
of the opinion that # was 
taken from the Columbia 
sourt house by northern sol- 
jJiers, and may still be in ex- 
istence. However that may be, 
the facts connected with the 
statue’s history are as diffi- 
cult to obtain as they would 
tppear to be interesting.

FRANCE AND CANADA 
HIT UNITED STATES 


New Tariff Agreement Rough 
on American Manu- 
facturers. 


Washington, July’ 17.—Some notable 
instances of the disadvantages in which 
United States imports into France are 
placed by the operation of the pending 
France-Canadian tariff argument, just 
ratified by the French parliament, are 
given in reports which have reached 
the state department. There were §1,- 
000 large harvesting machines, bind- 
ers, mowers and reapers sold in France 
during 1907. Of these, it is calculated 
that about 58,000 were made in this 
country and about 11,000 were of Ca- 
nadian and British manufacture, chiefly 
Canadian. 

The difference in the pending agree- 
ment between the maximum and mini- 
mum French duties on agricultural 
machinery amounts to $3.86 on a mow-

er, $4.82 on a reaper, $5.20 on a binder, 
and $1.93 on a hay rake. This dispar- 
ity in rates, it is said, is sufficient, in 
addition to the high cost of steel, wood 
and labor in the United States, to put 
American harvesting machinery im- 
porters in France at a serious disad- 
vantage, while Canadian manufactu- 
rers will be able to ‘maintain present 
vrices and still realize actual profits. 
Equally disadvantageous, it is said, is 
the situation of the trade in American 
machine tools and electrical motors, 
generators and fixtures of various 
types, particularly of the smaller sizes. 

France secures the admission into 
Canada of 99 articles, almost exclu- 
sively manufactured goods, at the re- 
duced rates prescribed by the interme- 
diate tariff, the lowest applied to sim- 
liar products from any country. In 
addition, twelve articles of French ori- 
gin will be admitted ot Canada under 
a schedule of special rates, the most 
important of which are still wines, 
champagne, ‘books, drugs and medi- 
eines, laces and embroideries, silk and 


velvet.

the home of Mr. Park, and when 
the atuo or the (flying machine 
takes up at his gate, they will find such 
abundance there as may cause some 
regrets at the inevitable invtasion. 
Seven hardy sons and two industrious 
daughters have blessed this home 
through the years, Not a one has left. 
Until recently, none of the sons were 
matried, but now two are, but they 
have happy homes on the farm where 
they were raised. Right now this fam- 
ily has meat enough, and wheat enough, 
and corn enough, and forage in pros- 
pect to do them two years hence if they 
were to make no more. 

Outside of all this, chickens swarm 
everywhere. We ate home-raised ham 
and eggs, fried chicken, rice raised on 
the bottom, syrup made at home, with 
ai] sorts of preserves. Sugar and cof- 
fee and salt and pepper were the only 
things on the table bought from the 
store, and they traded eggs and chick- 
ens for these, and it was a better 
breakfast than any hotel in the country 
could furnish, at least it suited us best, 
for it piled up the dishes like old times, 
looked like old times and smelt like 
old times—we smelt the ham a-frying 
out at the barn, the gravy was red and 
eggs were fried dose, one side poached 
or boiled, just any way you preferred 
them, and the young lady informed me 
that their hens were not doing so-well 
of late, as they had only furnished fif- 
teen dozen for market the week be- 
fore. 

Good roads is all these people need. 
As it is, they sell their eggs and but- 
ter and chickens at the country store 
on account of roads. They are happy 
in anticipation of such road improve- 
ment from the present agitation, as 
will allow them to sail into Atlanta 
and back home in the day with about 
as much ease as they now make the 
trip of five or six miles to their country 
store. Getting to and from market 
has been the trouble of these farms 
at a distance. It would cost more to 
get the splendid pea-vine hay and other 
forage stacked all ovér the country 
into Atlanta than the hay would bring

The Peking trains 
traverse the province of Pechili and 
cut through the great Chinese wall 
where it runs down into the sea at 
Shanhaikwan. Thence they cross 
Manchuria to Mukden, where connec- 
tion is made with the South Manchu- 
rian. system. 

The first-class fare from Mukden to 
Peking is under $16, and from Dalny 
to Shanghai by steamer it is just $20. 
The fare to Moscow fs $142, including 
the sleeping berth fees, and the meals 
on the diner are from 62 cents to $1, 
with very low a la carte rates. One 
can have’a full dinner at @ fixed price, 
or give orders for portions at the 
following rates: ‘Soup,’ 12 cents; fried 
fish and, potatoes, 12 cents; beefsteak, 
to order, 15 cents; chicken Cutlets, 12 
cents, and curry and rice the same.

A City of Mansions. 

If you could lift up 112 of the 
finest villas on: the outskirts of a 
European city, gardens and all, and 
drop them down on the slope of a hill 
overlooking a beautiful harbor, you 
would have ohe section* of Dainy. 
This famous city| Of the czar, built by 
the Russians at ther southern end of

Japanese boys take the place of our 
chambermaids, and the service is 
good. The native manager has spent 
seventeen years in the United States, 
and he speaks English well. 
The New Dalny. 

indeed, Dalny is becoming a new city 
under the rule of the mikado. The Rus- 
sians spent something like $20,000,000 
in dredging the harbor, in erecting 
huge granite docks and in putting up 
magnificent buildings for their offices 
and homes. When the war closed a 
large part of the city had been burned. 
The roofs -were off many of the houses. 
The Chinese had carried away the 
doors and windows and had even Aried 
to steal the Russtan stoves. In the 
residence section the most of these 
damages have since been repaired and 
a new town is rising between that 
place and the harbor. There are fifteen 
brickyards now making building ma- 
terials, and hundreds of Manchurian 
masons and carpenters are working 
away. 

Dalny lies right on the harbor, run- 
ning up a slope which is backed by 
hills 800 feet high. It goes around the 
sea, its streéts being laid out along 
the lines of twé or three spider webs. 
In this it is somewhat like Washington 
Or parts of Paris, the centers of the 
webs forming circles. The circles are 
usually on high ground and the streets 
run out from them with cross streets 
cutting each other at all sorts of 
angles. ; 

On these circles the best of the new 
buildings are being located. Central 
circle has the new building of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, the Civil Ad- 
ministration building and other fine 
structures: The British consulate has 
rented some land on this circle, and 
our American consul has also secured 
a lease which, under Uncle Sam's new 
policy of owning his consulates in’ the 
Far Bast, may form the site of an 
American building. The matter has 
been gubmitted to the state depart- 
ment, but has not yet been acted upon. 
No. better location could be selected. 
It was the Nicholas circle of the Rus- 
sians, and they considered it one of 
the best sites of their city. 

This circle is in what is known as 
the New Town. The magnificent resi- 
dence section which I have already 
described liés farther. inland, over a 
great railroad cutting which is now 
crossed by a fine stone bridge, remind- 
ing one somewhat of the new $1,000,000 
Connecticut avenue bridge across Rock 
creek in Washington, although It is by 
no méans so large.

This is so at 
Yokohama and Nagasaki and also at 
Taku and Shanghai, the latter port be- 
ing up a river, some miles from the 
Yangste. When I left Chemulpo for 
Dalny I was towed out to their craft 
much after the style of the Venetian 
gondoliers.. In landing at Dalny we 
came right to the plier and stepped 
from the ship into the city. 

The People of Dalny. 

The population of Dalny is a queer 
mixture of Chinese, Japanese and 
foreigners. The Chinese or Manchurian 
natives are the most numerous. There 
are 40,000 of them and they constitute 
the chief working force. They drive 
droschkies left, by the Russians, they 
carry the bricks and dirt used in build- 
ing and they form the largest portion 
of the mechanics. They do the market 
gardening, all the peddling, and are in 
evidence everywhere. They also have 
many stores and many rich men. There 
are’ Chinese’ poelicemen and* gone 
Chinese civil officials. 

The Japanese are the aristocrats of 
the town. They boss the Chinese and, 
as a rule, do but little of what is 
known as coolie work. Many of them 
are officials, who dress in Eufopean 
élothes, and not a few are merchants. 
There are altogether about eighteen

The greater part of the business of 
Dainy is done by the Chinese. They 
have large stores and are engaged in 
the import and export trade. There 
are five or six Japanese bazgars, each 
of which contains a score or so of men 
and women merchants, who sit in lit- 
tle booths under one roof with their 
goods piled around them or laid upon 
shelves at the back. There is a Jap- 
anese factory and several large book- 
stores, some of which will compare 
favorably with any in a city of the 
United. States or similar size. 

What The Japanese Read. 

And just here I would lke to tell 
you something about the book stores 
of this part df the world. The awaken. 
ing of Asia has started the people to 
reading. There are big book stores in 
all the cities*of Japan, and also in 
those of Korea and Manchuria. I have 
before me a list of the books taken 
Out of some of the big Nbraries ot 
Tokio during one month, At the Osaka 
library*there were over ten’ thousand 
applications for books. Four thousand 
of these came from students, over 
three thousand from business men, two 
thousand from children and six hun- 
dred trom women. 


During the same month at the Ueyno ' . 


library in Tokio 80,000 books were 
taken out; and the most. of these re-| 
lated to literature, mathematics. and 
medicine. The cals included some- 
like 10,000 histories and biogra- 
phies, 8,000 books on social and polit- 
ical ecOnomy and 10,000 volumes on 
enginvering and the industrial arts.

A PRESIDENT AT THE CROSSWAYS. 


President Taft’s long and baffling silence with regard to the mockery 
of tariff revision has been broken by a statement that has nothing in com- 
mon with equivocation or ambiguity. 

He recognizes that the republican party stands before the American 
people as committed to downward revision of the tariff. ‘ , ’ 

He expresses his determination to discharge his obligation to the con- 
stituency of the whole people, so far as in his power lies. 

The dominant element of his party in the senate is at diametrical vari- 
ancé with the views of the president. That contingent does not respect 
party promises nor pledges; not will it scruple to invoke subterfuge and 
evasion to justify a deliberate breaking of faith. 

President Taft, therefore, confessing himself the “titular head” of the 
republican party, responsible to the people for the performances of that 
party, is at the crossways. 

At the outset of his presidential career comes the decisive test of his 
mettle. 

He has made known his stand. Will he abide by it? 

On the reply to that question hinges the definition of the caliber of 
man the country has put in the white house. 

His course will determine whether he is a man of strength and back- 
bone, fit to rank .with his immediate predecessor.

'RECOMMENDATIONS OF INTEREST 


IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED 
AT NEW TALLULAH FALLS SCHOOL 


Mrs. Lipscomb Makes Ap- 
peal That the School 
Be Started Off Ful- 
ly Equipped. 


By Order of the President. 

To the Club Women of Georgia: The 
school at Tallulah Falls is now § en- 
tirely finished, and fifly equipped with 
the exception of the work-shop._ All 
of this is paid for. You have done 
this, and if you could see the good 
house you have built and the nice look- 
ing children in it you would feel—and 
justly so—proud of your work. 

The school was dedicated to the 
cause of education on June 30, in the 
presence of the county commissioners 
of education of the state of Georgia, 
the state superintendent of education, 
the chancellor of the state university, 
many prominent club women, and the 
citizens of Tallulah Falis. The-school 
actually opened for work on July 12, 
with Miss Annie Thrasher as teacher. 
Twenty-six children registered for 


work, and indications point to an in-| 


crease to forty or over. 

Children and parents are interested 
and anxious to make the best of the 
school, and everything assures us that 
we have made no mistake in pitching 
our tent in tSis beautiful valley. 

Now, for the needs of the school]. The 
kitchen and sewing room are equipped, 
but the splendid room which is to be 
the boy’s work-shop is absolutely 
empty. and the mgney for equipment 
is exhausted, 

It will cost about $40 to supply work 
benches and tools. Will not some per- 
son or club undertake this? 

Then we must continue to supply a 
first-class teacher, industrially trained. 

The counties of Rabun and Haber- 
sham will aid in the salary of 4a 
teacher, but to secure the specially- 
trained teacher we shall want this 
amount must be largely supplemented 
by us. 

There is no fund by which this is to 
be done. We must find the funds. 

The maintenance of the school this 
first year is going to be a sort of “life 
of faith.” 

We are strong in the belief that 
enough people in the state of Georgia 
want this splendid school we have 
built at Tallulah to go on, to be wil- 
ling to contribute tne necessary 
am®unt to have it do so. 

We shall keep the school open just 
as long as we have the money to do so, 
and to know that we are going to 
have certain moneys will gnable us to 
make necessary arrangements. To keep 
the school open costs about $2.50 a day, 
or $75 a month. 

Now, who will- obligate themselves 
for a month, two weeks, a week, one, 
two or three days? 

Let us hear from clubs or individ- 
uals, addressing always Mrs. M. “ A. 
Lipscomb, Tallulah Falls, Ga. 

Romember, that for $2.50 you can 
give schooling for a day to between 
80 or 40 mountain boys and girls. 

Five dollars will insure open schooi 
for two days, and so on. 

This is a great opportunity for a 
little money to go a long way in the 
accomplishment of good. 

Push the plan among your friends. 

Let the chidren of the state take it 
up and help these other children, who 
later will help them by doing their 
part to make the state better and rtch- 
er and happier for them all. 

Your school is finished now! 

Give thanks and go to work 
once for its maintenance!

St. Luke’s Loses Home, 
But Is Satisfied With 


Injunction. 


Through her attorneys, Mre. Marga- 
ret Smyth on yesterday filed in the 
superior court a motion for a new trial 
of her suit to annul an option held by 
St. Luke’s Episcopal church on her 
residence lot at 409 Peachtree street. 

By a decision of Judge Pendleton 
recently, Mrs. Smyth's title to the prop- 
erty was cleared as far as the option 
was concerned, but she was enjoined 
from erecting a building within 50 feet 
of the sidewalk, or out of line with 
the church building. 

Mra. Smyth is dissatisfied with this 
injunction and wishes the supreme 
court to pass upon the points in the 
case. The motion for a new trial has 
been set for July 20, before Judge 
Pendleton. 

According to Attorney Robert C. Al- 
ston, of McDaniel, Alston & Black, rep- 
resenting the church, St. Luke's is en- 
tirelv satisfied with the outcome of 
the case before Judge Pendleton. The 
church, by the injunction, is assured 
of its light and air, and almost cer- 
tainty that no bustness building will be 
erected on Mrs. Smyth’s lot when it 
is sold. 

Though the church loses a home for’ 
its bishop by the annulment of the op- 
tiom, the church cannot enter a pro- 
test, because a codicil or any part of 
a will can be revoked without hin- 
drance.

My experience, which has been 
unusually large and valuable, leads 
me to practically discard this as a 
influence in true Neuras- 
thenia.

Business worry, trouble, excesses of 
work are, of course, factors to be 
taken into consideration, but in a care- 
ful study of many hundreds of cases 
during the past 30 years I have never 
vet seen a case that mental work or 
worry was alone the cause. These, 
combined with lack of exercise, irrezg- 
ularities of diet, improper habits, etc., 
will, of course, bring it on. There is 
also an occasional case, due to acci- 
dent. and I have seen a few such 
cases that were exceptionally slow to 
recovery.

The effects of malaria, 
fevers, injuries as wel] as the shock 
of refiex irritations, sexual excesses, 
ete. have all been worked out with 
eare in order to give us the knowledge 
we now have, Thig has given us much 
knowledge of the cause and how these 
causes affected the nervous system. 

' How has it affected the treatment? 
‘Karly investigators of the affection 
\soon found that any treatment to do 
‘good must be of the bullding-up pro- 
cess of broken-down nerve elements. 
‘In other words, feeding up the nerve 
,tissues, a process of regeneration, in 
‘fact. This was the basis of the Mitchel}!

Largely all our treatment up to the 
last few years was empirical, and with- 
out a scientific basis of fact. 

Space does not permit my going into 
a full diseussion of the ‘many facts

The present special law with refer- 
ence to the sale of bonds is abolished 
and the city of Atlanta is authorized 
to isdue bonds under the general state 
law. 

Section 7.makes the mayor eligible 
to succeed himself for one term. 

Section 8 authorizes the mayor and 
general council to increase the galaries 
of city assessor and receiver from 
$2,400 to $3,000, begining. June 1},
